Terminate all cross-political friend- 
ships.

Albertan.” Kalmanovitch says most 
of the people he knows and interacts 
with on a daily basis share the same 
values and ideals, and so it's easier to 
keep to his own tribe. 


(2) Throw The First Stone 
That, of course, does not mean pro- 
gressives can't fight within their own 
circles. With both the Liberals and 
the NDP losing seats and the Green 
Party failing to take their longed-for 
breakthrough, there’s enough blame 
to go around for everyone. No doubt 
most of it will be hashed out behind 
closed doors, but Lindsay Telfer, a 
member of Conservation Voters of 
Alberta, isn’t shy. 

“To be quite honest,” she says, 
“to anyone that was watching the 
elections unfold, the opposition ran 
absolutely horrible campaigns. In 
my eyes, both the Liberals and the 
NDs failed to capitalize on the issues 
where Stelmach was the most vul- 
nerable.... The debate was a prime 
example. The two issues where they 
both should have been cornering 
Stelamach against the wall were pace 
of development and climate change. 
The opposition's answers to both of 
those issues were pathetic.”

(3) Do Some Navel-Gazing 
In the opposition parties, the next 
four years should see a great deal of 


soul-searching. Kyle Olsen, presi- 
dent of the Alberta Young Liberals, 
describes this process as “revaluat- 
ing our core values without losing 
who we are.” Members of the Liberal 
Party should take a hard look at their 
policies, he says, and get rid of the 
ones, such as electricity re-regula- 
tion, that are appealing ideologically 
to the wonks but confusing to the 
public. 

“When you go to the people,” he 
says, “it's not just that you have to 
talk about what you are going to do; 
you have to talk about how you are 
Ev- 
erything we do has to be a part of our 


going to do it. It’s a narrative... 


core values. If it doesn’t connect in to 
that core narrative, do we really need 
it? If it's contradictory in the public's 
mind, maybe we shouldn't have it.” 


(4) Sit Tight Until Your 
Deluded Optimism Returns 
“Right now, I feel so broken-spirit- 
ed,” says Green Party member Conor 
Trageser. “It will wear off in about a 
month or so, and then I'll be back 
to my delusional self where | think 
Alberta's on the brink of change.” 
He's looking forward to the fed- 
eral election, which is expected to 
take place anytime between now and 
2010. Engaging in the electoral pro- 
cess will soothe his shocked nerves, 
Trageser says, but that kind of ac-

tivity isn't possible until his current 
depression passes.

Ron Harry, the executive director of 
Albertans for Change, isn’t crying in 
his beer. He promises he and his la- 
bour coalition group will continue to 
push the Tories on social issues.

in Alberta 

The executive director of Public Interest 
Alberta (PIA) has sent a letter to federal 
auditor general Sheila Fraser regarding 
$26 million of federal funding specifically 
earmarked for Alberta childcare that he says 
has instead found its way into the province's 
general revenue 

Moore-Kilgannon placed a Freedom of in- 
formation request regarding the funds long 
before the provincial election was called, but 
the FOIP office could not fulfill the request 
within the stipulated 30-day waiting period. 

Instead, he did not receive the documents 
until last week—and even then, much of the 
text was blanked out, including the content 
of e-mails regarding media calls and “key 
messaging” on the topic. 

“This is not the secrets of the Afghan war,” 
Moore-Kilgannon says. “This is childcare 


| funding.... There should be no excuse for us 


to get all these blank pages.” 

However, he says enough information 
survived in the pages to prove that the 
money did go into general funds instead of 
the childcare budget. On page 17 of the FOIP 
document, for instance, there is an e-mail to 
Cathy Ducharme, a communications officer 
with Alberta's Children's Services, stating 
that the money “is coming to Alberta—gen- 
eral revenue fund not ACS directly.” 

While Moore-Kilgannon is upset that he 
couldn't share this information during the 
election campaign, he says PIA will continue 
to push the issue.

order to deal with these issues effec- 
tively,” he says. “These issues were 
raised by average Albertans—mainly 
healthcare, housing, schools, and in- 
frastructure. We will work with the 
government to hold them account- 
able for these and other issues and 
Albertans can do the same.” 

Greenpeace activist Mike Hudema 
certainly isn't letting the dismal elec- 
tion results keep him from his work 
opposing the oilsands. Change won't 
necessarily happen at the polls, he 
says; instead, he’s hopeful that pro- 
test and grassroots pressure can 
convince the Tories of their folly in 
the oilsands. He sees the “No New 
Approvals” campaign gaining some 
traction, and regards the fact that 
First Nations groups are working 
with Greenpeace on this issue as a 
good sign. 

“It's David and Goliath,” he says. 
“Who doesn't want to be David? This 
should be fun!”

Even though the federal government's new 
climate change regulations are an industry- 
friendly solution, Ed Stelmach is using them 
as a chance to “stand up" to the feds, saying 
that the plan may be in violation of Alberta’s 
constitutional right to jurisdiction over its 
natural resources.

Play The Populist Card

ALBERTA'S OPPOSITION 
PARTIES MUST LEARN TO 
EXPLOIT BOGEYMEN IF THEY 
WANT TO GAIN ANY TRACTION 


What if they threw an election and 
all the assholes voted? 

Well, we have our answer, in the 
form of last week’s Alberta provin- 
cial election. 

Please don’t misunderstand—I’m 
not saying that “Conservative” and 
‘asshole” are synonymous, just that 
the overlap in this province is over- 
whelming. A more accurate syn- 
onym for “asshole” in the political 
sense in which I use it here is “popu- 
list,” and populists can sometimes be 
left-wing. There would be no NDP 
had populists not built it. 

Asshole voters believe that the 
threat does not come from within us, 
from our own choices and actions 
The peril comes from enemies with- 
out, and for Albertans that usually 
means easterners, whether they be 
bankers or Liberals. As long as the 
leader of our tribe stands ready to 
defend us, little else matters. But he 
needs our help to do it, in the form 
of votes against the eastern bastards’ 
local fifth column, also known as the 
provincial opposition parties. 

Asshole voters believe in quick 
fixes, in protests against real (or 
more frequently imagined) conspir- 
atorial elites, and in “people power.” 
When they vote, they want to teach 
someone a lesson and cut them down 
to size—i.e., screw them hard. That's 
why assholes vote for populists, who 
promise to put the enemies of ass- 
holes in their place. 

The federal NDP used to grab a 
big share of the asshole vote in the 
lays before Preston Manning and 
the Reform Party. Voting NDP was a

way to draw attention to local and re 
gional dissatisfaction and punish the 
larger parties for their ar rogarice and 
neglect. It should have come as no 
surprise when a lot of NDP support 
particularly in the rural West, moved 
to Reform. Those voters were never 
ideological leftists; they were popu 
lists, and Reform expressed their 
rage against establishment elites in 
more familiar terms, and without 
the taint of unpopular social causes 
think “Reagan Democrats.’ 

The NDP made inroads into the 
asshole vote in the 1980s when the 
Tories were led by Don Getty. It was 
no coincidence that some of the last 
places to turf Social Credit were 
among the first to go NDP, like Lac 
La Biche in the north and the Calgary 
constituencies of Forest Lawn and 
Mountain View. But when the popu- 
list Ralph Klein became premier, the 
Calgary and small-town NDP ridings 
swung sharply to the PCs. Let's not 
forget that Ed Stelmach unseated a 
New Democrat, Derek Fox, to take 
Vegreville back in 1993 

What does this mean for us now? 
It means that the election was far 
more a populist victory than a vote 
for conservative ideology. Had it been 
the latter, Paul Hinman’s Wildrose 
Alliance wouldn't have been shut out 
of the Legislature. And had it been 
primarily a repudiation of non-con- 
servatives, the Greens wouldn't have 
made significant strides in conserva- 
tive bastions like Drayton Valley and 
Lacombe 

What it also means is that an NDP- 
Liberal merger, as some have inevi- 
tably proposed in the wake of last 
week's rout, is pointless. Let's leave 
aside for the moment the fact that a 
lot of New Democrats hate Liberals 
more than they do Conservatives, 
and the problem that the provincial

NDP is constitutionally a part of 
the federal party. Whatever populist 
credibility the Alberta NDP has left 
would be wrecked by a Liberal mar 
riage, while non-populist centrist 
swing voters who might consider 
voting Liberal don’t much care for 
the New Democrats. Besides, even 
if one simply adds the two parties’ 
votes together, they barely account 
for 35 per cent of the vote, their low 
est collective vote share since 1982 

Ed Stelmach and his Tories have a 
lock on the asshole vote, at least for 
now, and will only be dislodged by 
other populists. Populists voted in 
droves for Eddie last week, and a lot 
of those who couldn't bring them 
selves to vote for him just stayed 
home. Inertia, tribalism (particularly 
here in the north), and populism all 
militated against a switch to the op- 
position. 

If the Liberals, the only remain 
ing opposition party with official 
status in the Legislature, want to 
grow again, they must make sweep- 
ing changes. They need a new leader 
and a new name. Kevin Taft is a good 
guy with a lot of ideas, but he comes 
off cold and distant. And the Liberal 
brand name, which Laurence Decore 
revived, is suffering again from guilt 
by association with an unpopular 
federal party. 

The new party must choose its 
battles carefully, being especially 
cautious not to challenge the popular 
Albertan view that there are eastern 
barbarians at the gates. They must 
accept this as a given and focus on 
hammering home the fact that we 
will be stronger—and better able to 
defend ourselves—by not pissing 
away our bounty of natural resourc- 
es here at home the way the provin- 
cial Conservatives do

criticisms, that is—of books, of mov- 
ies and plays and rock concerts and 
OH GOD have I written CD reviews, 
and it takes but a moment's con- 
sideration of some of those books, 
movies, plays, rock concerts, and 
CDs for the bile to start welling up 
and the search for an exit strategy to 
begin. If it truly takes one to know 
one, then I know I've taken deliber- 
ate aim at a person or group's honest 
efforts enough times in my “career” 
to recognize when somebody's act- 
ing like an asshole for reasons that 
are too small, personal, and pathetic 
to reveal to the world. And for that, I 
worry for Tim Perlich. 

By way of explaining the general 
uselessness of the criticism such as 
you will typically find published in 
daily and weekly newspapers and on 
the Internet, but also more informal- 
ly in your workgroups and dealings 


keep the riffraff out, but the fact is, 
such decisions are usually already 
made by the time the critics get in 
on the act, and while they are the 
ones with the most rules to follow, 
they’re also the least likely to have 
anyone pay their opinions any mind 
whatsoever.

And when 
a critic runs short of strength and 
resolve (there never seems to be 
as much on hand as they thought), 
there comes the dark, jealous im- 
pulse to be the one on whom all 
others focus their attention, and by 
then it’s because they're trying to 
tear everything down around them. 
Someone should teach them how to 
create.

Unfortunately, Ireland does not 
have a strong tradition of micro- 
breweries, due in large part to Guin- 
ness’ early dominance of the trade 
as well as competition with foreign 
beers (especially English ones—you 
confounded limeys!), so you prob- 
ably won't find anything local. How- 
ever, even the mass-produced brews 
are quaffable, and certainly better 


than the flat domestic green-tinted 
swill. 


The Hard Stuff 


If you're up for an alternative to beer, 


or simply can’t stomach the boatload 
of calories in Guinness (chocolate 
cake, anyone?), try some Irish whis- 
key. Ireland’s whiskey industry’s had 
a rocky history, so it currently does 
not enjoy the same prominence as its 
neighbour across the sea, single malt 
Scotch. However, the quality of Irish 
whiskey has risen dramatically over 
the years, and you can find some real 
bargains—often at a fraction of the 
price of Scotch. —

Ireland’s only fully independent, 


100 per cent Irish-owned distillery, 
Cooley is as Irish as potato bread. A 
series of events in the past caused 
the Irish whiskey industry to teeter 
on the brink of extinction, and the 
distilleries only survived by merg- 
ing. Consequently, until 1989 when 


Cooley opened, all distilleries were 
owned by the Irish Distillers compa- 
ny, a subsidiary of the French drinks 


conglomerate Pernod Ricard. Cooley 
has since launched a number of high- 
quality malt and blended whiskeys 
and while some are loath to admit 
it, the advent of Cooley is the best 
thing that could have happened: it 
revived competition in a stagnant in 
dustry, and new labels are regularly 
launched by both companies. 


A Taste Of Ireland 

Cooley has several brands, including 
Tyrconnell, Connemara, Kilbeggan, 
and Greenore. I snagged a bottle of 
the Connemara Peated Single Malt, 
which was created in the style of sin- 
gle malt Scotch: the barley is dried 
over peat fires prior to distillation, 
imparting qualities of smoke, bacon 
fat, and moccasin leather to the whis- 
key. It is a very full-bodied, complex, 
and rich whiskey—if you served this 
to a Scotch lover they would have a 
hard time telling the difference. 

1 also tried three other whiskies of 
the mass-produced variety: Bush- 
mills ($27), Jameson ($27), and Tul- 
lamore Dew ($25). These whiskies 
are entry-level blends; keep in mind 
that each of these brands has sev- 
eral other high-end whiskeys with 
declared ages (ie., 18 years old). If 
you are looking for a more premium 
bewvy, I suggest one of those. 

However, the blends are still pretty 
good, and are great values to boot. 
Each one is stylistically quite differ- 
ent from the others. Bushmills had 
a cereal character and a fairly light 
palate, so it went down much too 
easily—this one will sneak up on you. 
Jameson is perfect for those with a 
sweet tooth with its warm orange 
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tones, rich palate, and oak aromas. 
Finally, the Tullamore Dew had some 
nice malty, burnt-sugar qualities and 
a citrus zing on the finish. At this 
price, you could easily expectorate a 
mouthful at the person who pinches 
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you for not wearing green. 

It's bound to be a bender, but let's 
make this St. Paddy’s brighter by 
supporting original Irish drinks. Hell, 
even a shot of Bailey's will do.

It's a snowy day in January, but the 
first thing I notice in Sandra Brom- 
ley’s art-filled home is a warm, earthy 
scent. It's coming from a pair of soft 
moosehide gloves hanging on a hook 
way on the other side of the room. 

She brings me the gloves, intri- 
cately decorated with beads of azure, 
deep ruby, rosy pink, turquoise, dark 
green, and lime, so | can enjoy their 
bold flowers and redolent scent. “In 
the summer,” Bromley says with a 
smile, “I just throw in mint from my 
garden when I make my green tea.” 

She takes a sip. “I see my work 
with social activism as a balance 
with myself as an artist. I don’t see 
one more important than the other. 
They are both my passions.” 

That's putting it mildly. In 2000, 
she and her colleague, artist and 
writer Wallis Kendal, shared the City 
of Edmonton's Salute to Excellence 


Arts Award for her widely exhib- 
ited antiwar installation The Art of 
Peacemaking/The Gun Sculpture. 
That same year, she was part of the 
Canadian Consortium for Human 
Securities in Sierra Leone and Cam- 
bodia. Her four installations in those 
countries depicted girls and women 
who had been kidnapped as children 
and forced to be child soldiers, house 
slaves, or sex slaves. 

“She traveled to this war-ravaged 
country with the express purpose of 
establishing relationships with the 
victims of atrocities, recording their 
stories and photographing their fac- 
es,” says fellow sculptor Catherine 
Burgess. “She used this material to 
create a moving body of work that 
communicated the suffering and 
courage of these women to the eyes 
and hearts of Western viewers.” 

Bromley now organizes an annual 
fundraiser for the women in Sierra 
Leone, Children Affected by War 
(CAW), the first organization in Af- 
rica to work with child soldiers. 

“These women were so courageous 
and extraordinary and they were try- 
ing so hard to take care of their chil- 
dren,” says Bromley. “The first year 
we sent $2,500, and this year we 
will send $7,500.... $200 in Sierra 





Leone is like $10,000 here. You can 
completely change a woman's life for 
$200.” 

She’s no less ardent an advocate 
for local high-risk youth, who, like 
youth in postwar countries, face dif- 
ficulty rebuilding trust and re-estab- 
lishing themselves in mainstream 
society. “The boom in Alberta is 
causing more social problems than 
ever,” Bromley says. “Homeless- 
ness is more prevalent, which leaves 
youth vulnerable to high drug expo- 
sure, less access to support systems, 
whether they be social or health is- 
sues.” 

When Wallis Kendal met Bromley 
at her exhibition Passages at City 
Hall, he was already aware of Brom-

ley’s work with high-risk youth, and 
helped direct their shared passion 
for art and activism into the Millen- 
nium Project, which taught teachers 
to work with at-risk youth. 

Not long after, Bromley, Kendal 
and five or six of the young people 
they had been working with hatched 
a plan for an anti-violence project of 
their own: the youth would do the 
research, and Bromley and Kendal 
would provide supplies and mentor- 
ing (not to mention use of the coffee 
shop next to their studio). Soon the 
entourage had grown to 12. The iHu- 
man Youth Society was born. 

“It was phenomenal—the most 
powerful, exciting artwork,” says 
Bromley. 


Now iHuman supports 18-24 
high- risk youth a day as they work 
towards overcoming homelessness 
drug addiction, undiagnosed medi 
cal health issues, and unstable fam 
ily environments. 

“Many high-risk youth are past 
cause and consequence,” Bromley 
says. “They've had everything taken 
away. Not many people want to live 
a high-risk lifestyle. You have to give 
them a lifeline back.” 

iHuman also engages youth with 
projects they find personally mean 
ingful. For instance, one young per 
son's dream of designing and mak 
ing clothes planted the seed for this 
weekend's Journey to Light fashion 
gala, which has grown into a multi 
disciplinary event complete with vi 
sual arts, fashion, dance, and music 
The proceeds will be funneled back 
into iHuman. 

Once Journey to Light is wrapped 
up, the tireless Bromley plans to 
make a journey of a different kind 
and take a summer trip to India 
She explains that both of her pas- 
sions, social and artistic, are drawn 
to materials there. “I haven't dreamt 
this much since The Gun Sculpture,” 
she says. “I think I have to follow the 
dream.”

Thanks in part to various globetrot- 
ting friends who have touted its vir- 
tues to me—not least for its succu- 
lent indigenous cuisine—I've really 
been wanting to go to Turkey. Situ- 
ated at the intersection of Mediter- 
ranean, Arab, and Eastern Europe 
with thousands of years of culture 
under its belt, its confounding blend 
of physical splendour, age-old tradi- 
tion, and modern impulses probably 
has to be witnessed firsthand. The 
silent flatscreen TV on the far side 
of MOR Mediterranean Restaurant 
was doing a good job of persuad- 
ng me that I should walk Istanbul's 
ancient streets, float along the Bos- 
phorus, tour the Blue Mosque, and 
perhaps retire to an alley nook for a 
thimble of Turkish coffee and a nar- 
gile 

The restaurant is a much lovelier 





spot than you’d expect pulling into 
the parking lot of the deceptively 
picturesque-sounding Sandy Lane 
Strip mall. “Mor” is Turkish for pur- 
ple, which the interior of the epony 
mous restaurant translates into an 
eye-soothing expanse of lavender 
walls complemented by wicker and 
hardwood. The tables are set with 
violet napkins, a bundle of blueber- 
'y-stained reeds in glass stand as a 
centrepiece, and the ceramic handle 
of the truncated butter knife on my 
bread plate bears the painted image 
of an aubergine. 


MOR’s menu, while democratic 
on the matter of appetizers, comes 
down on the side of the carnivores 
in the entrée department. For veg- 
etarians both pesco- and ova- there 
are Mediterranean staples to start 
like hummus, pilaki (beans), roasted 
eggplant dip, feta wrapped in phyllo 
and tarama, all served with steam- 
ing, tender triangles of homemade 
pide bread. Also, there's lentil soup 
and Mediterranean salad. But when 
you get to the main courses, there's 
meat, meat, and more meat. (MOR's 
menu also bears an adorable mis- 
spelling—the word sauce is given as 
“souse,” which somehow sounds 
more delicious, if you ask me. I 
didn’t get a chance to inquire after 
their pastry chef, Phyllo Doug.) 

Our gracious server, who also owns 
the place, informs us lamb ribs ($22) 
are on special that night, and that's 
all my co-diner needs to hear. | knew 
she’d spare me a rib or two if I cut 
her in on my Iskender kebab ($25) 
As a pre-meat to our meat feast, we 
decide to try the pastirma and melon 
($11). A basket of pide is delivered 
soon after and we both regret aloud 
not ordering something to dip it in 

Pastirma is a Middle Eastern cold- 
cut like prosciutto, except made out 
of beef—ultra-thin air-dried slices 
you can almost see through, to 
be exact, with a thin rind of spice 
paste and a side of juicy cantaloupe 
(The menu said honeydew, but the 
chunks of pale orange melon were 
just as good with the salty, delicate 
sheets of beef.) The friendly owner, 
who was also our server, tells us that 
the pastirma came from Montreal, 
pastirma capital of Canada, if not 
North America. We wish we had 
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more people to share it with, as it's a 
generous portion (but not so gener- 
ous that we don’t eat it all) 

Soon our entrées are set before us 
Co-diner finds herself confronted 
with quite a heap of lamb ribs, as well 
as rice, fried potatoes, and a broiled 
tomato. My large, ovoid platter of 
Iskender kebab, featuring sliced sea- 
soned beef spooned over fresh pide 
bread drizzled with tomato sauce, 
is bracketed by pools of yogurt and 
sections of broiled tomato 

A few months ago I repeatedly 
went to the same Turkish place north 


of downtown trying to get their Isk-_ 


ender kebab, but they were always 
sold out. The object of my thwarted 
curiosity is now before me and | can 
definitely see the appeal. The strips 
of beef are tender and sousey be- 
yond my fondest hopes, and I don't 
think | can overstate my enthusiasm 
for the pide. Ali together with the 
yogurt, it makes a satisfying stew, 
though I wouldn't have minded a 
side vegetable for variety. The lamb 
rib | manage to score is also grilled 
with great care, though the cut is fat- 
tier than I prefer 

When we dither about dessert— 
we're pretty stuffed—the owner of- 
fers us a complimentary taste of 
his baklava (honey-drenched, pista- 
chio-stuffed rapture) to go with our 
Turkish coffee and tea and, as when 
he dropped off each blandishment 
of service; gently bids us to “Enjoy, 
please.” Next time I plan to round 
up more people to take with me so 
we can enjoy (please) a wider swath 
of the menu’s Turkish delica Or 
I'm going to Turkey, Whic ‘is 
easier. ~

In the background you can hear 
the notorious clip of Republican 
presidential candidate John McCain 
responding to a question at a press 
conference by singing, “Bomb bomb 
bomb, bomb bomb Iran.” 

“Oh my God, that is so scary,” Tan- 
kian laughs. “We just saw the clip on 
YouTube and I'm like, what the hell? 
It's not even on-key. Son of a bitch 
That's one reason not to elect that 
guy. Fuckin’ sing on-key.” 

This interlude reflects two of the 
seemingly disparate qualities—se-

com, a website promoting five elec- 
toral reforms intended to improve 
America’s democratic system. “[We 
want] to make our democracy less 
money-tainted and more equitable 


schedule already packed with vari- 
ous songwriting/producing activi- 
ties, running a record label (Serjical 
Strike), publishing poetry, and tour- 
ing the world. 

“This isn't much work, to be hon- 
est,” he says. “It’s just getting the 
word out to people so they can check 
it out and sign on if they believe in it. 
If we only get 1,000 people, I don't 
think any Congressmen will be in- 
terested, but if we get five million 
people I think someone's going to 
pay attention. The web serves a lot of 
purposes—why not have it be some 
new ideas for electoral reform?” 

Elect the Dead also reflects Tan- 
kian’s preoccupation with environ- 
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mental issues; songs like “Sky Is 
Over” (which also spawned a web 
links) and 
“Honking Antelope” depict a natural 


site of environmental 
world thrown into chaos by human 
ignorance and greed. Once again, 
Tankian won't settle for just singing 
about it 

“We just started working with this 
nonprofit organization called Re- 
verb,” he says, “and they work with 
touring entities in trying to reduce 
carbon emissions or do carbon-off- 
setting programs, and also make 
the tour itself more eco-friendly, so 
we're learning a lot of stuff. We have 
appointed [guitarist] Larry Lalonde 
as our ecological ambassador from 
The Flying Cunts of Chaos—to fill 
the world with more green cunts, I 
guess,” 

And what recommends the former 
Primus guitarist to such a sensitive 
position? 

“His qualifications are, he is a 
very—let me ask him. Larry, what are 
your qualifications for becoming the 
ecological ambassador for the FCC?” 
Lalonde can be heard faintly in the 
background. “He has zero qualifica- 
tions, but 110 per cent positive inten- 
tions.” 


Out Of His System 

Tankian sounds like he’s enjoying the 
novelty of touring with a new band 
and playing his own tunes, even if it's 
meant scaling back on the size of the 
audiences to which SOAD may have 
accustomed him. 

“This is a whole new project and 
when I started I expected to start 
from almost zero, and I’m actually 
really thankful that a lot of fans have 
come on board,” he says. “I didn’t ex- 
pect to go from playing arenas with 
System then putting out a solo record 
and going right back to the arenas on 
the first tour. That’s not how it works 
in our industry, bro.” 

He excuses himself from the phone 
again and a sound like a wet-vac stuck 
in a sink full of oysters comes down 
the line. Tankian apologizes—he’s 
getting over a cold. I express relief 
that he’s not playing more hair-rais- 
ing YouTube clips. 

“Yeah,” Tankian laughs. “That did 
sound like John McCain spitting a 
loogie, didn’t it?”

It's difficult to imagine two men 
more dissimilar than Kiss’ Ace. Fre- 
hley and Gene Simmons. From Kiss’ 
inception in 1973 to Frehley’s depar- 
ture from the band in 1982 (after the 
embarrassing prog-wannabe concept 
album Music From the Elder), the 
two were the yin and yang of one of 
the biggest rock bands on Earth. 

Today, Simmons is a big, rich pro- 
fessional asshole, infamous for his 
starring role on Celebrity Appren- 
tice (where he rivals Donald Trump 
for sheer unpleasantness) and his 
shameless milking of Kiss’ back 
catalogue in an endless series of re- 
union tours. He’s over-wea!thy, over- 
sexed, and overconfident—though 
that seems to work for him 

Frehley, on the other hand, is a 
charmingly amiable good sport, who 
apologizes for phoning me 15 min- 
utes after our designated interview 
time. (He was caught in a snowstorm 
in Ontario.) It’s not too likely that 
“Gene Simmons would deign to call a 
weekly arts magazine in a midsized 
city to begin with, let alone apologize 
for not being on time. 

And while Frehley could certainly 
use the cash to be had from another 
Kiss reunion more than Simmons, 
he backed out of yet another Kiss 
tour in 2002 (the band had already 
been on the road for four years) to 
concentrate on his considerably low- 
er-profile solo career. 

“Kiss became work,” he ‘says.- “It 
was just a moneymaker and there 

“ was nothing fun about it. Which is

a quick warning sign: when it's not 
fun, it’s like, ‘Okay, next!’” 

His solo plans at the time were 
quickly derailed by a lapse into the 
alcoholism that had plagued him 
since the '70s, but now, six years 
later, Frehley is finally sober (for 17 
months now) and about to issue his 
first album Since’the “90s. Frehley’s 
old bandmate and best friend in Kiss, 
Peter Criss, told a Seattle Weekly in- 


terviewer last year that he hoped Fre- 
hley’s new project would be success- 
ful, because success “really bothers 
certain people”—i.e., Simmons. 

“A lot of people said I was dead,” he 
says, “and every day, you know, doing 
what I'm doing, it’s great, whether 
I'm playing a big venue or a theatre. 
It's great waking up and remember- 
ing what you did the night before.... 
For a long time, I would bump into 





people who worked for me, or old 
friends, and they would go on and 
on with all these stories, and I would 
have no recollection of any of it. But 
the stories are refreshing!” 

Frehley makes his home these days 
on an acreage in upstate New York, 
where he has his own recording 
studio—and even though he's being 
tight-lipped about his new record, 
declining to reveal the name or even 


































play any new material on the cur. 
rent tour, focusing exclusively oy 
Kiss songs and earlier solo materia| 
to keep the new stuff “a surprise,” he 
allows a few hints as to what the re 
cord will sound like. 

“I'm trying to get back to basics 
more of an analog sound,” he says 
“Digital doesn’t have the same qual 
ity, and when I went back to tape 
after recording digitally 1 noticed 
huge difference.... A comparison js 
if anybody wants to film anything 
and they want it to look good, they 
shoot it on film and then transfer it 
to video. Most rock 'n’ roll engineers 
and musicians who are serious about 
their sound are going to go that 
way.” 

He also says that he's been looking 
to his eponymous 1978 solo album (a 
fan favourite, widely acknowledged 
to be the best of the four solo albums 
released concurrently by the indi- 
vidual members of Kiss in '78) as 
a point of reference for the new al- 
bum. “That album had a good mix of 
ballads, rockers, heavy stuff, lighter 
stuff... everyone seems to like it.” 

Though Frehley’s said in the past 
that touring brings enormous temp- 
tation to fall back into alcohol, his 
band on this tour is comprised en- 
tirely of clean musicians, including 
longtime Frehley drummer Anton 
Fig (also David Letterman's house 
drummer) and Anthony €sposito 
of Lynch Mob. “It’s not that hard to 
find clean musicians today,” he says 
“Certainly not compared to 25 years 
ago!” 

And besides, he’s never enjoyed the 
traveling. 

“Travelling is a necessary evil 
You've got to get from point A to 
point B. It's nicer to travel in private 
jets, but maybe that'll happen agai 
soon. Who knows?”

Stroud, who also plays bass in pio- 
neering Vancouver extreme metal 
outfit Strapping Young Lad and cur- 
rently with L.A.’s Fear Factory, turned 
out to be a pretty cool guy—no Hea- 
then, maybe, but he was still able to 
speak to the band’s music (a mixture 
of everything that’s ever been called 
metal by anyone, anywhere, from 
fretboard heroics to sub-sonic riffage 
and everything in between) and lyr- 
ics (a frequently hilarious send-up of 
metal clichés, sung with just enough 
hardcore commitment that you half- 
wonder if they're intended seriously 
after all) just fine. 

Since the first song and title track 
of the new Zimmer's Hole record 
(When You Were Shouting At The 
Devil... We Were In League With 
Satan) is a dig at pansy-ass pseudo- 
metal outfits like Motley Criie, the 
question is inevitable: didn’t anyone 
in Zimmer's Hole listen to at least a 
little of that when they were kids? It 
was the ‘80s, after all... 

“Yeah, a few of us used to shout 
alittle bit,” Stroud sheepishly admits. 
“Tt was the ‘80s, it was everywhere. 
I enjoyed the first two Motley Criie 
records. But I was never really into 
the whole ‘dude looks like a chick’ 
thing. In the late '80s there was a 
lot of that around, and you go to par- 
ties and everyone is dressed up, and 
I was just a fat, short-haired kid. 1 
didn’t fit into that scene and I didn’t 
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and SEE. Perhaps most importantly 
for lovers of independent and local 
music, he was one of the CJSR vol- 
unteers behind the drive to help the 
station go FM in the early ’80s. 

In 1980, then-program manager 
McGowan and station director Steve 
Cummings spearheaded a campaign 
to convince the University of Al- 
berta Students’ Union to fund the 
necessary equipment upgrade which 
resulted in the station gaining its li- 
cence in 1984.

Zimmer's Hole has turned into 
Stroud’s main project, and it seems 
curious that what started as a genre 
parody band would become the main 
gig for a guy who's played in bands 
as comparably big as Fear Factory, or 
as groundbreaking and influential as 
Strapping Young Lad (though SYL 
always had a certain sense of the 
absurd). “I like to look at it as we're 
a killer metal band with a sense of 
humour,” Stroud responds. “And 
on this record, the humour is a little 
darker than in the past. There’re a 
couple of serious songs too—or at 
least a serious song.” 

Oh? Which song would that be? 
“Anonymous Esophagus’? “Pork 
Rind Toes”? “What's My Name... 
Evil!”? 

All right, all right... hopefully no 
one gets the impression that the 
Hole are nothing more than a tossed- 
off joke band. They really are a killer 
metal outfit—they just take the hint 
of ridiculousness present in all met- 
al (“How serious can you be when 
you're playing super-heavy riffs and 
screaming like an idiot?” Stroud 
asks) to its logical endpoint. 

But then, what else would you 
expect from a band named after a 
man’s sphincter?

who started as a DJ at the station in 
the late "70s, remembers McGowan 
as a cool customer in the battle. “Even 
with all the cards stacked against us 
getting the broadcast licence he kept 
it together,” Kosowan says. “He saw 
ways around the problem. The feasi 
bility study he did with Randy Talbot 
was his idea—it took a year to do, and 
that was the blueprint from which 
the station worked.” 

Kosowan, who remained friends 
and an occasional partner with Mc 
Gowan on various ventures through 
the years, notes that McGowan was 
a consistent advocate of new music 
For instance, it was McGowan who 
introduced the Sex Pistols’ Never 
Mind the Bollocks into the CJSR re- 
cord library, a move that didn’t nec- 
essarily go over well at the station

there—what was truly astonishing is 
that he was everywhere he should 
have been.” 

Kosowan adds that McGowan in 
variably saw the positive in every 
situation.

“He could see opportu- 
nities not just for himself but for the 
whole community, so that everyone 
would gain. This city will miss him 
more than it knows.” 

McGowan is survived by wife Char- 
lee Redman and son Braden Redman 
McGowan.

Wow, are people going to hate Funny 
Games. And I mean hate. People 
aren't just going to come out of it the 
way they did at The Da Vinci Code, 
shrugging and saying, “Boy, that 
was a bad movie,” and then grabbing 
something to eat. Because it's not a 
bad movie—it's very professionally 
made and skillfully acted, especially 
by Naomi Watts and Tim Roth. 

But that’s not going to matter, be- 
cause Funny Games betrays the ex- 
pectations of its audience in such a 
fundamental way that I’m sure most 
people's reaction will be to reject it 
utterly, The hate that this movie will 


generate is the kind that will persist 


for generations. It's a hate that will 
bind married couples together and 
cause couples who see the movie on 
their first date to break up for good. 
I'm kind of eager to see it on the 
opening weekend, actually, if only 
to see how the crowd reacts to a par- 
ticularly outrageous moment involy- 
ing a TV remote control. | honestly 
wouldn't be surprised if people start- 
ed throwing things at the screen. 

But let's back up a bit. Funny 
Games is writer/director Michael 
Haneke’s shot-for-shot remake of 
his own 1997 German-language film, 
with Watts and Roth assuming the 
roles originally played by Susanne 
Lothar and Ulrich Miihe: Ann and 
George, a happy, well-to-do mar- 
ried couple who go on vacation with 
their son at their lake house, only to 
be taken hostage by a pair of polite 





young sociopaths in tennis whites 
who proceed to torture them for no 
apparent reason save their own per- 
verted amusement. At first, Haneke 
directs the film in a conventional (if 
somewhat clinical) manner, creating 
an underlying atmosphere of dread 
even as the happy family arrives at 
the lake house, and lingering on de- 
tails (e.g., a dropped knife forgotten 
in the hull of a sailboat) as if to tip 
us off that they'll be reincorporated 
later on in the story. 

But don’t be fooled! The only rea- 
son Haneke, a former philosophy 
student, bothers setting up these 
tropes in the first place is so he can 
knock them down later on and shock 
you out of your complacency. (Yes, 
you! Sitting there with your popcorn, 
expecting to be entertained! Michael 
Haneke’s fed up with you!) 

The first hint that there's some- 
thing strange going on in this movie 
comes when Michael Pitt, playing 
one of the two home invaders, tells 
‘Ann to go looking for the family dog 
and then turns towards the camera 
and smirks complicitly at the audi- 
ence, as if to confirm our suspicion 
that he’s killed it already. As the film 
progresses, Pitt acknowledges the au- 
dience’s presence even more overtly, 
asking us if he thinks the family will 
survive and explaining that he’s only 
doing certain things because it makes 
the story more dramatic. 

I saw the original Funny Games 
when it first came out, and | didn’t 
like it much. Back then, a lot of re- 
viewers, noting the way the two 
killers casually refer to each other 
as “Tom and Jerry” or “Beavis and 
Butt-head,” interpreted the film as a 
comment on how TV has completely 
desensitized a generation of young 
people to violence. Viewed through 
that lens, I though the film was 
pretty facile. Nowadays, however, it’s 


clear that Haneke’s true target isn’t 
numbed-out TV-watching young 
people but the very audience who 
would pay money to see the kind of 
movie Funny Games appears to be. 
Why, Haneke asks, do we regard tor- 
ture and violence as entertainment? 
What is the nature of the pleasure we 
derive from certain types of onscreen 
death, and what happens when those 
scenes are taken away from us? 

I think I understand Haneke’s in- 
tentions better this time out, but I 
still don’t think his point holds any 
more water. Surely Haneke realizes 
that onscreen violence in the context 
of a dramatic story and real-life vio- 
lence are very different things. Only

a psychotic would confuse the two, 
and yet Haneke seems to regard our 
taste for onscreen violence as being 
somehow immoral. 

You don’t have to be some kind 
of film theorist to be aware that all 
movies are constructed objects that 
obey established conventions—every- 
one who's ever shouted back at the 
screen during a clichéd horror movie 
knows that. And so Pitt's winks and 
smirks to the camera aren't the least 
bit shocking or daring—they’re just 
exasperating. (That said, I did laugh 
when Pitt petulantly remarks that 
we're probably rooting for the family, 
as if it’s exactly the bourgeois reac- 
tion he was expecting from us.) 



















































But Haneke’s attitude toward theav 
dience often seems as condescendiny 
as Pitt's. In No Country for Old Men 
the Coen Brothers also deliberatel 
violated thriller conventions, pulling 
the rug out from our identificaticy 
with the apparent main characte! 
and denying us the violent catharsi 
all our years of moviegoing training 
had led us to expect. But they als! 
gave us a deeper and more profount 
vision of the world in exchange. !t 
Funny Games, Haneke doesn't lea\’ 
us with much more than an arid a@ 
demic exercise, a stealth experime!! 
in audience manipulation. Let's hop! 
the subjects don’t riot and tear up thi 
laboratory.

Work might have been foremost 
in his mind as he recuperated, but it 
would be two months before the ac- 
tor was physically up to the rigours 
of the stage. Now that he's feeling 
better, Arnold is launching his pro- 
fessional directing career and his 
new company, The Atlas Theatre 
Co-op, with The Lonesome West—a

“The thing about doing it at the 
university,” he says, “is that you re- 
hearse it like a regular play.

The Lonesome West is the third 
and final of Martin McDonagh’s 
Connemara plays, which use the 
same remote, depressed region of 
western Ireland as the backdrop for 
their savagely humourous depictions 
of small-town malaise and extreme 
familial strife. This visit to Conne- 
mara focuses on two brothers whose 
lifelong antagonism is compounded 
by their late father's decision to leave 
everything to the elder son. 

Those who saw the recent local 
productions of the other Connemara 
plays, The Beauty Queen of Leen- 
ane and A Skull in Connemara (in 
which Arnold performed), probably 
still bear scars from McDonagh’s

According to plan, Arnold con

Arnold says 
the combination of old and new ele 
ments in this production take some 
of the guesswork out of deciding 
whether it’s going to work in front of 
a crowd 

“There's always this funny thing 
that happens when you rehearse a 
comedy: for the first few days every- 
one laughs and laughs, then after a 
week or so you start finding the jokes 
really lame and you start to worry 
that maybe the play isn’t funny. But 
usually what happens is the audience 
does find it funny. In this case, we 
don't have so much of that looming 
dread, so we can delve into the char- 
acters and the subtleties of the play a 
little more.” 

Following the maiden voyage of 
Atlas Theatre, Arnold will warm 
up for the Shakespeare in the Park 
season by co-directing a fundrais- 
ing production of Arsenic and Old 
Lace starring a cast of lawyers and 
judges. And later in the summer he'll 
reunite with Teatro la Quindicina for 
a Fringe show, the nature of which is

The December Man opens with its 
most gut-wrenching scene—and for a 
play that deals with the guilt, shame, 
and personal tragedy that followed 
in the wake of the one of the worst 
acts of random violence in Canadian 
history (the murder of 14 women at 
Montreal’s Ecole Polytechnique by a 
disturbed young misogynist, Marc 
Lépine), that’s pretty damn gut- 
wrenching 

The scene is the suicide of the 
play’s principal characters, Benoit 
(Brian Dooley) and his wife Kathleen 
(Nicola Lipman), who are the par- 
ents of Jean (Jeff Irving), a 22-year- 
old man who survived the attack, 
only to later commit suicide him- 
self. It’s all the more painful because 
this is essentially a true story—a 


number of survivors of the massacre 


have, in the years since, committed 
suicide 
Told in reverse chronological order, 


The -December -Man--otily- obliquely 
references the massacre in its -first 
few scenes. We begin with Benoit and 
Kathleen's death, move backward to 
Jean's, and then finally backward to 
the day of the massacre itself. Yes, 
it's grim—though playwright Colleen 
Murphy's reverse foreshadowing 
provides a few moments of (very) 
black humour. 

Murphy's backwards storytelling 
is an effective way to approach her 
story and characters—by eliminating 
any suspense as to how things end 
(or begin, for that matter), we can fo- 
cus more wholly on why these three 
people come to the end they do. And 
rather than focus on Lépine’s misog- 
yny, Murphy tells a story that's less 
concerned with gender politics than 
with the way tragedy reverberates 
through the lives of those touched 
by it, both directly and indirectly. In- 
deed, the only gender issue touched 
on at all is Jean's guilt at being un- 
able to protect the women he went 
to school with. He begins to practice 
karate obsessively, to the detriment 
of his schoolwork and personal life, 
preparing for some imagined chance 
to redeem himself. 

It's also a play, to some degree, 
about class struggle—the family is 
resolutely lower middle-class, and 
Kathleen is offended) that the mur- 
derer Lépine is buried in Montreal's 





prestigious Cote des Neiges cem- 
etery, while her son lies in a relative 
pauper's grave. 

But despite all the richness in Mur- 
phy’s Governor General's Award 
winning text, and the beautiful, 
elegant set design, and the subject 
matter itself, something feels a little 
flat. At first I thought it was some- 
thing as simple as opening-night jit- 
ters, but the play has been performed 
as recently as last spring by the same 
cast—with the exception of Irving,

which may be a clue. His is the 
weakest performance of the bunch. 
He doesn’t seem to really inhabit his 
tortured, guilt-wracked character. He 
goes through the motions, being sul- 
len, prone to anger, depression, and 
nightmares, but the character never 
really comes alive 

But the blame can't be laid exclu- 
sively at Irving's feet—there’s a lack 
of chemistry in general. Though 
there are moments when the sheer 
excellence of the text is compelling 





enough all by itself, the interplay 
between the actors remains in some 
way unconvincing, unable to give 
this powerful, undoubtedly challeng 
ing script the reading it deserves 
The result is a laudable but slightly 
academic exercise in tragedy, one 
that left me feeling more numbed 
than moved, more helpless than en 
raged. 

Though give the subject at hand 
maybe that's a perfectly reasonable 
response as well.

Hetherington must be pretty con- 
tent with Half Life's success as well— 
it's not every day that a 76-year-old 
actress gets to play one of the cen- 
tral roles in an international theatri- 
cal hit. (The London-born actress, 
who last appeared in Edmonton as 
the monstrous mother in Martin 
McDonagh’s The Beauty Queen of 
Leenane, has already performed Half 
Life to great success in, among other 
cities, Toronto—twice!—Quebec City, 
Montreal, Glasgow, Melbourne, and 
Vancouver, some 240 performances 
in all. Even Alan Rickman couldn't 
get a ticket, and had to go on the the 
waiting list.) 


“There are not a lot of roles being 
written [for women my age],” Heth 
erington agrees, “and often these 
characters in their 70s and 80s can 
be so stereotypical. But interestingly 
there is a trend of middle-aged male 
playwrights writing about their par 
ents, and doing so in such a humat 
way.” She laughs. “I hope for my sake 
that it’s a trend that continues!” 

There's very little of the imperious 
grande dame about Hetherington as 
she talks about Half Life—or what 
she calls “drum and strang.” As she 
points out, she largely gave up acting 
during what might ordinarily might 
be considered her prime acting yea! 
in order to raise a family, and only 
returned to the profession about 25 
years ago, starting at the bottom and 
thanking her good fortune for ary 
decent role that came her way.

The Drowning Girls came about 
sort of backwards. Playwrights Beth 
Graham, Daniela Vlaskalic, and 
Charlie Tomlinson didn’t start by de- 
ciding to base a play on the notorious 
Scotland Yard case of George Joseph 
Smith—who, between 1912 and 1917, 
drowned three of his wives in their 
baths to collect insurance money. In- 
stead, they started with the image of 
a woman drowning in a bathtub, and 
looked for a story to match. 

“We started to look at drowning 
and people drowning in their baths,” 
says Vlaskalic, “and we came upon 
this case, which just ended up being 
perfect for what we wanted to do.” 

The murders have already served 
as fodder for several other plays, as 


well as a British TV movie and an 
episode of Orson Welles’ 1950s true- 
crime radio serial The Black Mu- 
seum. But the case is usually treat- 
ed as a murder mystery or a lurid 
thriller, whereas Graham, Vlaskalic, 
and Tomlinson found their attention 
piqued not by the case itself so much 
as the women behind the names 
What would possess these women 
to marry Smith, an unpleasant man 
with a long string of divorces and a 
criminal past? (He spent two years 
in prison after convincing one of his 
first wives to commit petty theft for 
him.) 

“How could you not see it?” asks 
Graham, “And then you look back 
at your own past relationships and 
you're like, ‘Oh my God, how could 
I not have seen that?’ I mean, this 
is to an extreme, but we thought it 
was a universal thing.... The women 
speak to the audience and the audi- 
ence is different things for the wom- 
en. At times the audience may judge 
the women. When | read the case, I 
judged them.” 

Of course, blind love doesn’t ex- 
plain how Smith was able to con so 


many women, and so fast—he met, 
married, and killed his last wife in 
only two weeks’ time. 

“These three women at the time 
would have been old maids by our 
They 


had zero power and influence in the 


standards,” says Vlaskalic 


world as single women.... The wom- 
en are more victims of their time 
than they are anything else. | don't 
even want to use the word ‘victims 
It's more about what they were in life 
that led them to being drowned in 
their tubs.” 

Since so little is known about the 
women Smith killed, the characters 
in the play are conjecture based on 
little more than their ages and a few 
scanty biographical details. “A lot of 
it was left up to the imagination, for 
sure,” Graham says, “and we cer- 
tainly took liberties with them, so 
hopefully they won’t mind. Hopeful- 
ly | won't be in the bathtub one day 
and the ghost of Alice Burnham will 
come up and get me.” 

The Drowning Girls is a revival on 
the Edmonton stage. It was a origi- 
nally staged at the Fringe in 1999, put 
together in a short span of time with

minimal resources. But when it was 
staged last month in Calgary as part 
of the Enbridge PlayRites Festival at 
Alberta Theatre Projects, the play- 
wrights at last had the resources to 
mount it the way they'd always en- 
visioned. The script has been length- 
ened, a third female character (who 
previously was only referenced by 
the other two) has been added, and 
designers Bretta Gerecke, Narda 
McCarroll, and Peter Moller were 
brought in to give it a visual facelift. 
Especially important was the treat- 


ment of the water itself, which the 
actors spend most of the play sub- 
merged in, and which both Graham 
and Vaskalic call a “fourth charac- 
ter”—not that it doesn’t present chal- 
lenges of its own to work with 

“it just opens up different oppor- 
tunities,” says Graham, “because 
you've got this thing you can splash 
and throw and sink into. It’s great— 
though it can be a little chilly at 
times. That's not something I've ever 
before experienced as an actor.”

Whether he’s working as a director 
or a stage manager, Wayne Paquette 
is famous in Edmonton theatrical 
circles for his superhuman level of 
preparation. Hire Paquette to direct a 
period piece, and you can be assured 
he'll arrive at the first rehearsal 
with small mountain of books and 
Xeroxed documents raided from 
the local library. Work with him on 
a Fringe show like Afterplay, the 
Chekhovian two-hander by Brian 
Friel that was Paquette’s first-ever 
directorial effort, and he’ll have thor- 
oughly researched not just the two 
Chekhoy plays that inspired Friel’s 
Script, but Chekhov's biography and 
life in turn-of-the-century Russia as 
well. 

But what does Paquette do with a 
Script like Jeffrey Hatcher's Three 
Viewings, which he’s co-directing 
with Shadow Theatre artistic direc- 
tor John Hudson? The play couldn't 
be simpler: three loosely intersect-

ing monologues set at a Midwestern 
funeral home. No period trappings 
here, and a setting—Steubenville, 
Ohio-that, aside from being Dean 
Martin's birthplace, doesn’t exactly 
seem brimming with the kind of rich 
sociological detail that would set a 
director's imagination on fire. 

“Well,” Paquette says, “we did do a 
certain amount of research into the 
whole North American funeral pro- 
cess, the history of how we celebrate 
a person's spirit by burying their 
body. I was less interested in learning 
about actual funeral homes than in 
the idea of how we celebrate the dead 
and how a community says goodbye 
to the dead. And we actually did do 
some research into Steubenville as 
well. It turns out that the place actu- 
ally used to be incredibly corrupt!” 

Really? Steubenville was a hotbed 
of crime? 

“Oh yeah! One of the monologues 
in the play touches on it a little,” Pa- 
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quette says, referring to the final seg- 
ment, “Thirteen Things About €d 
Carpolotti,” in which a widow dis- 
covers her late husband has gotten 
her deeply in debt to the local mob. 
“When I first read that monologue, 
I have to admit, the whole concept 
of there being this gang in this small 
town seemed a bit schlocky to me. 
But | started doing a little research 
and found out that oh my God, this 
is just the tip of the iceberg! 

“But what's also interesting,” Pa- 
quette continues, “is that in the 
period where Hatcher set the play, 
Steubenville was sort of a dying 
community. Pittsburgh was begin- 
ning to boom and the big industries 
were on their way out. So | think that 
just knowing that the town itself was 
starting to die gives the story this 
added texture—death is enveloping 
the entire community, not just the 
little world of the funeral home.” 

Paquette is handling the first seg- 
ment of the show, a poignant Edgar 
Allan Poe variation called “Tell-Tale,” 
in which Dave Clarke plays Emil, a 
lonely middle-aged funeral director 
who can't stop thinking about how 
he let a promising chance at love slip 
through his fingers. “He’s a man who 
doesn't get noticed,” Paquette says. 
“He's never even referred to by his 
actual name anywhere in the play— 
he’s always called something else: it’s 
always ‘Mr. Funeral’ or something. 
So this monologue becomes his one 


little moment to shine.” 

As it happens, today is the first 
time Paquette has seen the entire 
play run through from beginning to 
end, with his segment incorporated 
into the two pieces John Hudson is 
directing. And even though the three 
monologues are each basically self- 
contained stories, Paquette thinks 
they do add up to something larger. 
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“[ think you ultimately come away 
with a bigger sense of what funer- 
als are about,” he says. “The people 
who've died all die with secrets that 
they wish could have been buried 
with them. And then the living have 


to decide whether to reveal those se- 
crets or not speak about them. It’s 
about who's left behind to carry on 
their legacy.”

James Kohl and Robert T. Fran- 
couer have been on to this theory for 
years. Their 2002 book The Scent of 
Eros: Mysteries of Odor in Human 
Sexuality brought together years of 
research on smell and sex, and they 
also claim that you may like every- 
thing about someone but if you don't 
like the way they smell, forget it—es- 
pecially if they smell like someone 
you've turned up your nose at in the 
past. 

“In reality,” Kohl believes, “we 
make the odour association first and 
the visual association thereafter.” 
Hey, blame it on TV: we've become 
a visual society, plus the fact that 
walking up to someone and taking a 
big whiff might be considered a tad 
impolite 

But Kohl says there’s no need to 
bury your nose in someone's under- 
arm to figure out if you like them 
The connection is subliminal. That's 
because of things called pheromones, 
chemical molecules that are created 
when stimulated by something from 
our social environment-—like a totally 
hot guy, for instance. These are not 
that 
is, until they hang out in your sweat 


consciously detected “smells”. 


and party with some bacteria for a 
while. That's when things get nasty 
and you cross the line from turn-on 
to turn-off. According to these guys, 
these subtle body aromas are hot- 
wired into our heads. “Pheromones 
travel directly to the lymphoid sys- 
tem, the emotional centre of our 
brain,” says Kohl. That's where the 
frisky hormones hang out that sub- 
sequently make us stare and drool.

They decided to test a whole 
of food odours and, though som 
had a more stimulating effect thay 
others, they discovered that all fo, 
smells tested increased penile blo 
flow. But before you go spreading 
cinnamon buns all over your body, 
the researchers admit that seeing 
pumpkin pie was the biggest tur 
on, it could just be a case of feel-gooj 
nostalgia. 

€ven Kohl and Francoeur agres 
that a big part of smell response goes 
back to memory and learned asso. 
ciations. Kohl calls this “olfactory 
imprinting” and likens it to visual 
imprinting for a duck: “If the firsi 
thing a baby duck sees is its mother 
it will follow her around. If it seeg 
a basketball, it'll follow that. Sam 
with olfactory imprinting.” 

Following this logic, if you like th 
smell some guy leaves on your pi 
low, you'll probably start following 
him around too 

While no one’s come out with aj 
Eau de Pumpkin perfume, the fac! 
that we plaster ourselves with artifi 
cial odours just reinforces how im: 
portant odours are in human behav} 
iour, says Kohl. “Our natural bodj 
odours are considered offensive, sd 
we go ahead and apply animal pher 
omones, things like musk and othe 
perfumes derived from animals

Your parents—your vicious, clueless 
parents—are abusing their authority 
and their power, CPAC, which can 
make it tempting to fantasize about 
their deaths.

Doesn't this throw us off the 
scent? “Not really,” says Kohl. “You 
can never really get rid of natu- 
ral body odour, but you can mask 
it, make it a little different. You're 
basically re-establishing a chemical 
identity for yourself once you've re- 
moved your natural chemical identi- 
fiers.” 

So does this mean that all our hard 
work on finding and maintaining 
relationships is futile, because it all 
comes down to “I don't like the way 
you smell, honey?” 


Kohl admits that, unlike animals, 
which rely almost solely on smell 
to choose their sexual partners, we 
humans are differentiated by our 
intellectual capacity. And how much 
our intellect overrides our natural 
odour associations remains to be de- 
termined, says Kohl. 

As someone who's always had a 
lousy sense of smell, suddenly some 
of my past relationship choices make 
a lot more sense.

THEY CALL IT OPENING NIGHT FOR A REASON 





2005: Before rent doubled. 

Shelley says she is too poor to buy 
wine and cheese for the art opening. 
| say | can’t sink any more bucks into 
it either—spent 20K I didn’t have ona 
pink ambulance and a doomed cross- 
country poetry tour last year. 

She says it's not a regular art show 
anyway, She painted homeless por- 
traits and I pencilled alleyway poems 
on the walls of the basement gallery. 

Despondent, she asks who's going 
to be there. 

Drunk poets, I say. Artists. Old 
welder and soldier friends. Hey, con- 
sider the subject. I'll buy a case of 
malt liquor for cheap and we'll drink 
that. She laughs. 

Night of the show, we arrive for a 
Print interview with a dozen 40 oz. 
Big Bears and plastic beer cups. No 
University profs attending tonight. 

Local art critic asks good questions 
as we sit on the concrete. Why por- 
traits of street people? We guess for 


the paper and say the caste was too 
close to ignore in this city. Shelley 
traced the line and painted. We rap 
empathetic details as the critic fixes 
on that fine thread between artist and 
the curb. We all compare autumns 
lost to alcohol, bruising ex-husbands, 
$300 basements, weeks of spaghet- 
ti—winters too desperate to afford a 
bus pass. Each of us, surprised. 

I remember that year 1 made 12 
bucks as a writer, saying artists aren't 
on the ground, but they can sure 
fucking see it from the basement. 
Especially if we're too proud and 
stupid to find grants or El. And the 
same problems—too much drinking, 
heads fucked, not enough money to 
sue someone. Aberrant behaviour, 
ever walking away from loved ones 
when you can't. 

Mostly, the show grows from Shel- 
ley's fascination with the faces. That 
look she’s seen mornings, when the 
thin circles beneath eyes look like 
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scar tissue. How can you keep a dog 
alive if you're eating mustard sand- 
wiches? 

The opening works. I read loud, 
ugly poems. Shelley talks about 
painting and stumbling Métis in the 
library. Students heckle good-na- 
turedly when I mention Kerouac’s 
haiku. Fuck 'em 

When it’s over, a young writer and 
an old photographer pal slam Big 
Bear with me at the bottom of the 
stairs. The shooter tells us how his 
marriage is caving in. He wanted to 
have an open relationship, three- 
somes. Now he’s living with his ex- 
wife, her boyfriend, and his three 
daughters. He wants to sleep in the 
yard. After 15 years on the wagon, he 
drinks too much eight per cent beer. 
He's the second man thrown out of 
the bar that night. 

Six of us clean the gallery after 
the show, step into the bright May 
evening with a couple bottles and a 
dozen unsold books. | sold just two, 
which didn't cover the beer. At least 
we didn’t lose much money. We all 
bullshit on the curb near 105th and 
Whyte. 

Two hippie travelers carrying gui- 
tars slow. Full-olive busker gear, 
dreads. The tall one, unshaven, his 
eyes pop wide at the near-empty case 
of malt. Asks if he can have one, 
barely breaking stride. Sure, man, 
Picks a 40 up, slides it in the ruck 


and walks 

Awesome. My divorced friend 
says, “Now that is poetry.” Best mo- 
ment of the night. Better than the 
infinite hour I look down at my un- 
sold books and remember slapshot- 
ting those bastards into Lake Ontario 
so the fucking fish could read ’em 
Gnash the teeth at failure, look at the 
bottles, and get hard. 

The malt liquor is kicking. Let's 
go to the Commercial: bikers and 
students. Shelley doesn’t drink, any- 
more. But I do. We all do, poets and 
the old welder and soldier friends. 
Start hard, finish... who fucking 
cares? Two of the student hecklers 
kiss at the table near the dancefloor 
and get engaged a year later. Shel- 
ley finds her bearded husband and 
waltzes. Soldier shoots dark rum and 
grins, preamble to Afghanistan. 

But my wife of that year and I 
are fighting. She supports this ruin- 
ous poetry gambit, but I am break- 
ing things. What? For why? Three 
blackouts in a month. She asks me to 
take a glass of water. I pound another 
gin and tonic and leave the glass for 
her on the wood. 

The bouncers have been watching. 
Three of us guzzled high-test beer, 
two are gone. When I left-jab a pil- 
lar on the way to the can and stagger, 
two big men in black shirts catch me. 
At the back of the bar, a bouncer lifts 
each arm and | rail 120 uncontrol- 


lable feet at high speed, boots barely 
touching the ground. Could be a vio- 
lent stop, but the trip past grinning 
bluesmen and pool tables is super- 
natural, surfing a grocery cart that 
never hits a stone. The bum’s rush—a 
serene and endless fall from orbit. 

The bouncers are complete profes- 
sionals. They just launch me through 
the door, knock no teeth out. Good- 
night, boys. The welder and the 
soldier are there immediately, just 
in case. They know this old story— 
pound the beer, grab the jackets, hit 
the sidewalk. 

After heavy laughter and a short 
fight with the wife, the soldier walked 
me home—I think. He must have 
caught a cab, I figure, and I must 
have needed a moment to uncake my 
head, scribble, and eat some pave- 
ment. Walked down 99 Street, into 
the river valley I guess, up left to 
that ridge overlooking the Low Level 
Bridge. It was still warm and I must 
have lain down to watch the clouds 
on the moon, between towers. Fell 
asleep beside a park bench in sight of 
the North Saskatchewan. 

Before dawn, the sound of hustling 
magpies woke me, dragged me back 
to the apartment, to the basement 
before light. In the pocket, nine dol- 
lars and illegible half-poems written 
on a torn sheet of notepaper. In the 
mirror, rust and leaves on the jacket,
